WASHINGTON, March 10.—Tbe new 


cabinet will be reported to the . senate 
to-morrow by tba various standing 
committees to which they referred1 to- 
day, and therj is little or DO doubt but 
that all but ono will be confirmed to* 
morrow o.1 Monday. 
When reported 


ta morrow, a single objection will carry 
them over until Monday, but on the 
latter day the senate can be brought to 
i vote upon them. Wheu the senate 
went into executive session this after- 
noon, the opponents of the cabinet, un- 
der the leadership of Mr. Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania, made an effort to adjourn 
until Monday. Mr, Sargent and others 
objected to this, on the ground that the 
committee would have ample time to 
meet this afternoon, and then report 
to morrow. His proposition to adjourn 
until to-morrow waa then carried. Sen- 
ator Beck and others declare that they 
will not be parties to any filibustering 
to defeat the cabinet. The nomination 
of Schurz was referred to the finance 
committee, and on taking a vote it was 
found that the committee was in favor 
of reporting the nomination forthwith, 
and it was determined to submit it to- 
morrow. 
The postal committee had 


quite a discussion over the nomination 
of Senator Key, some of the republi- 
cans being opposed to him on 
account 


of his being a democrat, but at the 
same time they thought that the presi- 
dent ought to choose his cabinet as v 
general chooses his staff. They there- 
fore unanimously voted to report Key's 
name for confirmation. The judiciary 
committee agreed to report Devins for 
attorney general, the naval committee 
Thompson for secretary of the navy; 
and military affairs McCrary for secre- 
tary of war, all unanimously. The com* 
mittee on foreign relations, which had 
the nomination of Evarts for secretary 
of state, had a less favorable session 
than any of the others, both Camerou 
and Conkling opposed , the nomination, 
and it was round impossible to come to 
any agreement 
to report it back to- 


morrow morning, 
They will hold an- 


other meeting, and probably agree to 
report L'3 name to the senate without 
any recommendation. 
Were it not for 


the votes of the democrats Mr. Sohun 
would not be confirmed ; but all but 
ten of them have decided to make no 
coalition with Mr. Cameron, and be 
will therefore be confirmed. 


It is stated to-night in the highest 


Republican quarters that before taking 
final action on the matter of the with- 
drawal of the Federal forces from 
Columbia and New Orleans, and prohib- 
iting their further use at those points 
except to sustain the state officials in 
preserving the peace, the President 
has decided to give Meiers. Chamber- 
lain and Packard an opportunity to vol- 
untarily retire from the positions which 
they can not possibly maintain. 
Un- 


mistakable intimations have been con- 
veyed to both these gentleman of the 
President's purposes. If, after a reason- 
able lapse of time, it is found that they 
are determined to attempt to maintain
